. In order to farther distinguish claims 21, 22, and 23 from Watanahe, the 
Applicant is prepared to amend these claims to recite the additional limitation 
that the sender indicates whether to save the attachment in a sent hems folder. 
By way of example, the Applicant proposes to amend claim 21 as follows: 

21 A method for processing an electronic mail (e-mail) message 
having an attachment, comprising: 

receiving as input from a sender the e-mail message and the 
attachment for transmission to a recipient; 

receiving as input from the sender an instruction indicative of

responsive to the instruction indicating not to s$ve. the

♦ The. phrase "in a sent items folder" does not appear in the Applicant's 
specification as filed, hut it is inherent in the Applicants description of saving 
sent e-mails "as is the default setting of most e-mail programs." At the time the 
application was filed, standard e-mail programs saved sent e-mails in a sent 
items folder. By way of example, the Applicant proposes to amend paragraph 
[0015] of the specification as follows: 

[0015] Alternatively or additionally, preferred embodiments of the 
present invention enable the user to conserve system resources by 
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designating, at th$ time of writing or sending an e-mail message, 
whether a file attached thereto should he saved on the user's computer 
in the sent items folder (as is the default setting of most e-mail 
programs), or whether only the e-mail message should he saved m thg 
sent items folder . Preferably, if th«? user chooses not to saye the 
attached file with the e-mail message, then the name of the attached 
file and/or pther ideDtifyins information is Sitved with the messaig^ ft 
will he appreciated that these embodiments can operate in conjunction 
with or separately from the embodiments of the present invention in 
which the user designates which recipients should receive a given 
attachment.
